hing tha: they had. Their age may be 
nown by their heads, ( for every year 
they have one more brauch than they 
had the laſt year before) untill they 
come to fix, after which time, they 
come new ever alike fo that their »ge 
cannot be diſcerned any more by their 
head, but their mark is taken by their 
mouth ard teeth : for as they grow in, 
age, they have few or no teeth at all 
yet the branches grow out of the root, 
whereas all the while they were younger, 
they uſed to have them break forth, and 
ſtanding out at the very forchead. At 


the firſt when they break out again, they 


be lke to the glanduls or kernels of dry 
skin, that new put forth ; then grow
